The  Richardson  Memorial  Convalescent  Home,  which  was  taken  over  during  the 
war  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Hospitals  Scheme,  is  now  used  as  a 
Convalescent  Holiday  Home  for  patients  from  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Durham, 
North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary , Nev/castlc-on-Tync.

Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  satisfactory  tp  note  that  no  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 
Polionyclitis  Vaccination  Scheme. 

During  the  year  vaccination  continued  to  be  available  to  all  persons  up  to 
the  age  of  40  years,  and  to  certain  priority  groups  over  that  age.  Most  children 
are  now  vaccinated  by  their  family  doctors,  but  facilities  are  available  at  child 
welfare  centres" and  school  Clinics,  should  the  parents  so  desire.  During  the  year 
the  County  Council  initiated  the  use  of  oral  vaccine.  This  work  was  carried  out 
within  school  premises,  at  the  outset  those  under  and  over  school  leaving  age 
attending  evening  sessions.  The  oral  vaccine  ms  later  released  to  family 
doctors  and  child  welfare  centres,  and  is  now  generally  used.

B.C.G-.  Vaccination 

During  1962  the  County  Council  continued  to  offer  protection  against 
tuberculosis  to  all  school  children  aged  12  years  and  over. 

A skin  test  is  carried  out  first  to  see  whether  or  not  a child  has 
developed  a degree  of  natural  immunity.  A negative  reaction  indicates  the 
need  for .protection,  and  vaccination  is  then  carried  out.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  other  purposes  was  supplied  by  the  Council 
until  3 "1st  March,  1962,  with  water  from  springs  augmented  by  water  purchased  from 
The  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  A samples  of  the  water  from  the  Council's 
springs  taken  in  January  1962  were  in  Class  A. 

The  whole  of  the  water  undertaking  was  taken  over  by  The  Tees  Valley  and 
Cleveland  Water  Board  on  1st  April,  1962.  A constant  water  supply  at  adequate 
pressure  has  been  maintained  by  the  Board  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.

Three  dwellings  in  Clearance  Areas  made  before  1939  v/ere  standing  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

• Food,  was  granted  during  the  year.  The  site  was  kept  in  order  and  ms  veil  used 
during  the  summer  months. 

Holiday  Caravans  - Red  Well  Inn  Camping  Site , Field  0,S.  No . 2 . 

Efforts  'were  made  to  Bring  this  site  up  to  the  standards  required  under 
Section  5 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  before  the 
site  became  available  for  use  on  the  1st  April,  1962.  Nevertheless,  the  site 
vas  not  in  a condition  to  comply  with  the  model  conditions  until  the  end  of  June 
when  it  ms  allowed  to  be  used  as  a holiday  camping  site. 

Residential  Caravans. 

An  individual  licence  to  use  a caravan  as  a permanent  dwelling  on  a site  at 
the  Red  Fell  Inn,  part  of  Field  O.S.  No.  2,  is  in  force.  Model  conditions  are 
attached  to  this  licence. 

Prospect  Place  Camping  Ground  - Field  O.S,  No.  58. 

The  application  to  use  this  site  for  thirty  residential  caravans  was  originally 
reduced  to  20  residential  caravans  with  conditions  in  accordance  with  the  model 
— standards.  The  work  necessary  to  be  done  to  meet  these  conditions  to  be  com- 

pleted by  1st  April,  1962. 

The  applicant  appealed  against  these  conditions,  the  appeal  vas  heard  on 
the  4th  September,  1961,  and  the  magistrates  upheld  the  conditions  with  the 
exception  of  condition  No.  15  which  ms  modified  to  read:- 

"it  is  a condition  of  the  licence  that  the  holder  of  the  licence  shall, 
before  the  1st  day  of  April,  1963,  carry  out  and  complete  all 
necessary  work  detailed  in  these  conditions,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council" . 

Plans  were  finally  agreed  for  17  standings  for  caravans  on  the  site  and 
■ subsequently  an  application  for  the  retention  of  one  movable  dwelling  on  the  site 
ms  considered  and  granted  subject  to ' conditions  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  certain  drainage  and  road  work  had  been  started  to 
make  the  site  comply  with  the  conditions  which  would  be  applicable  on  1st  April,  1963 

Camping  site  on  part  of  Field  0 .S.  No.  90  at  rear  of  Birch  Road. 

The  owner  did  not  complete  the  work  required  to  bring  this  site  up  to  the 
standard  necessary  to  comply  with  the  conditions  and  the  land  has  ceased  to  be 
used  as  a site  for  caravan  dwellings. 

Rodent  Control. 

Again  I have  to  report  that  due  to  the  part-time  operative  not  being  available, 
the  Council's  sewers  were  not  treated.  Private  dwellings  and  business  premises 
together  with  the  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works  were  treated  as  soon  as  it  became 
necessary.

Ice  Cream. 

Of  the  thirty-six  retailers  in  the  area,  thirty-four  sell  pre-packed  ice-cream 
and  during  the  year  the  other  two  started  to  prepare  and  sell  cold  mix  soft 
ice-cream  from  cabinets  fixed  in  the, sales  shop.

Immense  activity  was  concentrated  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  to 
bring  the  four  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  into  conformity  with  the  Slaughterhouses 
(hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  an(i  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations,  1958  before  the  appointed  day  for  the  Urban  area,  1st  April,  1962. 


With  a last  minute  rush  with  paint  brush  and  trowel,  all  four  slaughterhouses 
were  ready  by  the  appointed  day.  The  alterations  and  stunning  pens  have  made  a 
considerable  improvement  in  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  the  animals  awaiting 
slaughter  and  the  finished  carcases  ready  for  the  sales  shop.

Refuse  Tip 


The  tipping  surface  in  the  south  west  corner  which .was  relatively  near  to  the 
highway  covering  an  area  of  approximately  one  acre  has  been  completed  during  the  year 
covered  with  earth,  reseeded  and  let  for  grazing. 

The  present  tipping  faces  proceeding  in  a westerly  direction  are  now  well 
removed  from  the  highway  and  fencing  has  been  erected  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible 
the  escape  of  paper  from  the  tipping  area. 


Land  reseeded  to  the  east  of  the  tip  and  land  to  the  west  of  the  tip  not  yet 
required  for  tipping  purposes  is  let  annually  for  grazing. 


During  the  year  the  Durham  County  Council  Drainage  Officer  prepared  a scheme 
for  the  cleaning  out,  deepening  and  widening  of  Black  Beck  which  passes  along  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  Council  land.  The  Council  agreed  to  pay  their  proportion 
of  the  cost.  When  couple ted,  this  scheme  should  prevent  the  waterlogging  of  the 
low  lying  areas  of  the  Council  land  not  yet  required  for  tipping.  The  land  drainage 
will  be  improved  and  result  in  better  grazing. 

Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal, 

The  new  soil  and  surfa.ee  water  sewers  in  Bridgegate  and  Thorngate  Wynd  were 
completed  during  the  year.  This  has  made  possible  the  removal  of  the  disused, 
unsightly,  exposed  cast  iron  sower  which  was  carried  on  stone  piers  on  the  north 
side  of  the  River  Tecs. 

Informa.tion  was  officially  received  from  Startforth  Rural  District  Council 
that  they  did  not  n ow  wish  to  discharge  the  sewage  from  Startforth  Village  into 
the  Urban  Council  sewers  as  they  had  received  Ministry  approval  to  a scheme  of 
their  own. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  informed  of  this  decision  and 
they  have  been  asked  to  amend  their  report  accordingly.  The  report  provides 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  which  provision  will  be  made 
for  the  town’s  estimated  future  requirements  and  the  acceptance  of  the  sewage 
from  Darlington  Road  area  which  lies  within  the  district  of  the  Barnard  Castle 
Rural  District  Council.
